Create  legislation  enabling  per- 
sons with  heart  disease  to  work 
under  medical  supervision,  yet  re- 
leasing employer  and  Insurance 
company  of  Uabilify 

Certainly  a worker  with  heart  du- 
east  or  high  blood  prcasiirc  and 
also  his  family,  are  going  to  be 
happier  If  he  is  allowed  to  work 
than  If  left  to  worry  at  home

Prince.<u(  Charlotte  around 
Cape  Horn  to  Vlciona  Subsequently 
he  made  a number  of  voysKes 
between  Vancouver  and  the  Orient 
aboard  the  Sv  Emprev,  of  India. 

The  late  Captain  Parker  served 
for  a time  on  the  Canadian  Hydro- 
graphic Survey  ship  LBlooet.  and 
when  the  first  Oteai  War  broke  out
